While Julia by this diſcovery made Arminius 

the happicſt Man in the World, Inguiomer who 

was no leſs elevated than he at that happy change 
of his Fortune, approached Jſmenia, which the 
fair Princeſs perceiving,” ſhe receiv'd him with 
demonſtrations of tenderneſs little different from 
thoſe wherewith ſhe had entertained her Armi- 
uz. Agrippa, who out of the excellency of 
his good Nature, very carneftly concern'd him- 
ſelf in the Misfortunes of that Prince, look d on 
this Accident with extraordinary ſatisfaction; and 
all thoſc fair Princeſſes, and other illuſtrious Per- 
ſons, in whom the admirable Endowments of 
Cipaſſie had raiſed an eſteem and * 
: . a e her, 
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her, underſtood, with abundance of Joy, that ſhe 
was a Princeſs born, and that that cruel Melan- 
cholly which had ſo often interrup-ed the ſereni- 
ty of her Enjoyments, and which it was obſerved 
ſhe took vo other courſe to. ſubdue, than by an 
extraordinary Virtue, was difpell'd by this for- 
tunate meeting with him, whoſe abſence occaſioned 
it. They all carefled her in their turns, and ex- 
pteſſed the ſatisfaction they conceived thereat: 
And whereas Julia was extreamly a lover of 
Freedom, and had a natural aver ſion for all Re- 
ſervedneſs in matter of Converſation, they im- 
braced her more freely in her Preſence, than 2 
would have done, had ſhe been of a more ſe- 
vere Diſpofition: Nay, it was ſome trouble to 
her to ſee that Arminius and Iſnenia could not 
entertain one the other amidſt ſo great an Aſſembly, 
as in all probability they ſhould have been defirous 
to do; inſomuch, that the more. to favour 
them as to that particular, as ſhe went away, 
he told Arminius, That after * 1 he might 
come and Vifu his Iſuenia, and have all the 
Liberty he could wiſh to entertain her, and 
that ſhe durſt premiſe him, he ſhould find her 
as amiable as he had left her at their ſeparation.
